A new cultural hub has opened 
in Peckham, offering a vibrant 
home to the creative's working 
and living in the local area

L ocated in the 

neighbourhood’s famous 
multi-storey car park, 
Peckham Levels is a space 
that showcases the cultural talent at 
work in Peckham, creating a much- 
needed, affordable workspace for 
artists and entrepreneurs - or 
otherwise known as members. 

The idea for Peckham Levels 
came about when Southwark 
Council asked the community to 
propose a new use for the empty 
interior levels within the underused 
multi-storey car park in Peckham. 
The potential this space had to 


support employment and the arts 
was highlighted, and they asked for 
suggestions for temporary projects 
that could take up residence in the 
car park for five years. 

Dozens of ideas were submitted 
by architects, entrepreneurs and 
community groups. The Make Shift 
team and Carl Turner Architects 
worked together on a proposal, and 
in November 2015 Peckham Levels 
was selected. Since then, the team 
have been busy working with the 
community, finding members and 
working hard to actually build the 
spaces within the Levels. Finally,

the site will be open to the public 
this month. 

After all, as the people behind 
Peckham Levels say: ‘Creative 
people need a place to work. Small 
businesses need a place to grow. 
Communities need places to come 
together. So this temporary project 
was created to provide affordable 
and inspiring space for independent 
businesses, artists and local 
entrepreneurs to work, grow, trade 
and learn.’ For the next six years, 
Peckham Levels will be occupying 
the underused space inside the town 
centre car park, building a new 
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insight 


cultural destination that showcases 
its members. 

Four of the seven inner levels 
house studios for members (there 
are 70 and the waiting list is 
pushing 300), but floors five and 
six offer public access areas for 
work and relaxing. There’s a 
sensory garden, kids’ play area, 
food and drink options, event 
spaces and wellbeing zones, as well 
as an auditorium. Events are in the 
planning to forge links between 
members and visitors; open studio 
days will also be a part of this. 

Kwabena Amponsa, Peckham 
Levels’ Community Manager, tells 
how it is somewhere that has 
always been an area full of the arts. 
‘Peckham has always been home 
to a lot of creative excellence,’ he 
says. ‘Be it art, music or drama, 
these and the wider culture have 
flourished, often under some 
challenging circumstances. There’s 
a rich variety of residents here - 
middle class, working class, older 
population groups of African, 
Vietnamese or Irish descent, and 
they all play an important part. 
Peckham is historically full of 
talented people and our aim is to 
nurture, support and connect them.’ 

We spoke to some of the 
members about why Peckham 
Levels - and creativity - matters...

The Royal Observatory is a true 
London landmark - what makes it 
such a unique space?

Can you explain the elements that 
make the Royal Observatory such 
a special venue for a wedding / 
civil partnership? 

The Royal Observatory was built to 
observe the stars. It provides an 
intimacy and is a unique space, but 
is also surrounded by the greenery 
of beautiful Greenwich Park. Its 
views are simply spectacular and 
the celestial nature of its history 
makes it a charming and magical 
place for couples to exchange vows. 

What would you say is the stand¬ 
out feature? 

What is lovely about The Royal 
Observatory is that it speaks to 
each person individually, whether 



they proposed in Greenwich Park, 
can remember visiting as a child or 
simply register the well known 
GMT acronym. But the stand out 
feature for many people is the 
view, they literally feel on top of 
the world. 

Can you name the best photo 
opportunity at the venue? 

For many, weddings are an 
opportunity to bring people 
together; families and friends that 
could be dispersed around the 
world. For that reason the Prime 
Meridian that separates the east 
and west of the world and joining 
them together resonates with many 
couples and their families. To 
picture a bride and groom coming 
together on this line is very special. 

What was your reaction when you 
heard the news that the Royal 
Observatory had received its 
wedding license? 

We were so excited to welcome 
brides and grooms looking for a 
classic and iconic British venue. 

Especially one that resonates with 
so many people from so many 
different walks of life. 

Tell me about The Octagon Room 
as a wedding/civil partnership 
venue space? 

Flamsteed House, which 
encompasses the beautiful Octagon 
Room, is one of only a few original 
Wren interiors that exist today, so ► 
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insight 


to be there is to be immersed in 
history. It has beautiful wooden 
panelling whilst the room provides 
abundant light as it has windows 
that provide a 360 degree view. 

This room was used as a reception 
and work space for the astronomer 
royal at the time and has hosted 
famous scientific figures such as 
John Flamsteed and we are pretty 
sure Sir Isaac Newton as well. This 
is where history was made and 
where couples can celebrate a 
defining moment in their own 
history together. 

Tell me about the courtyard? 

The intimate cobbled courtyard 
provides an unspoilt view of London 
and has the Prime Meridian running 
through it. It is lovely for summer 
receptions as you can watch the sun 
go down over the city whilst photo 
opportunities are abundant. At the 
rear of the house is our secret 
Meridian garden, which is 
beautifully landscaped and houses a 
bronze dolphin sundial. It is a hidden 
gem that provides privacy for 
couples or quiet drinks receptions. 

Can you tell me about a couple of 
the most impressive/creative 
things you’ve seen created at the 
Royal Observatory for a wedding? 

This really depends on taste, but 
we particularly love themes that 
match the venue’s history. Our 
supplier partners are so creative 
and I have seen beautiful celestial 
inspired displays whether it’s 
flowers that look like stars, to 


flying saucer vases and starlit 
ceilings, or something more 
traditional such as using time 
pieces and horology instruments 
as their centre pieces. 

It’s not just about The Royal 
Observatory in this part of 
Greenwich. Can you explain why 
the Cutty Sark is such an 
incredible wedding/civil 
partnership venue? 

Where else in the world can you 
be married under the hull of an 
original ship? Many people believe 
ships to be dark and dingy, while 
in fact she is grand with three 
decks to entertain as well as under 
the hull. Her original masts and 
clipper design emulates the 
romance of the grand age of sail. 

Which areas of the ship tend to be 
used for different parts of the 
wedding, and why? 

The Tween Deck, so called as it 
sits between the lower hold and the 
main deck, was originally used to 
stow cargo on Cutty Sark’s epic 
voyages around the world and 
offers an atmospheric location for 
wedding ceremonies. 

Vows can be declared 
surrounded by the original teak 
planks and iron frames that sailed 
the China Seas and Southern Ocean 
a century ago, alongside exhibits 
recounting the ship’s rich history. 
The Main Deck that overlooks the 
Thames has sensational views of 
the city, and overhead three 
towering masts and 11 miles of 




rigging provide a dramatic 
backdrop for photography. 

As the evening progresses, 
guests can make their way under 
the hull for the entertainment. This 
unique space allows guests to enjoy 
themselves under this feat of 
engineering which suspends all 9.5 
tonnes of this ship over their heads. 

Then there is the National Maritime 
Museum. What gives that venue 
the ‘wow factor’? 

The National Maritime Museum 
has a beautiful entry portico, which 
is a fabulous dedication to Britain’s 
maritime past. The Museum is a 
dramatic space with an unimpeded 
upper deck, providing a large 
dining space for over 450 people. 
They are able to dine and entertain 
under a glass roof that provides 
natural sunlight in the summer and 
is capable of accommodating a 
lighting rig. If the weather is fine 
the museum boasts beautiful 
grounds and colonnades with 
views of the River and Greenwich 
Park to the rear, which can be used 
for pre-dinner drinks.

Supersets make sets for film and TV, as well as fashion shows and pop videos, 
and now they have plans to put Catford on the movie making map

hen Steve Patterson 
from Supersets says 
that every day is 
different, he really 
does mean it. ‘In one week, before 
Christmas, we were making 
hundreds of bespoke snowflake LED 
lights for Uniqlo’s flagship Oxford 
Street store, creating a giant sleigh 
for the Royal Albert Hall, making a 
huge grain silo for a WWE wrestler 
to blow up, and building a 14th 
century thatched cottage for a film 
starring Charles Dance.’ 

He adds that in the summer he 
was in the Seychelles working on 
High & Dry , a brand new comedy 
series for E4 made by Steve 
Coogan’s production company 
Baby Cow. Other recent projects 


include creating interiors for JK 
Rowling’s Cuckoo s Calling BBC 
crime drama - they worked on 
model Lula’s glitzy Kensington 
apartment - and Jack Whitehall’s 
hit Sky One comedy drama 
Bounty Hunters. 

Supersets have also built sets 
for everything from Saturday night 
TV shows such as Strictly Come 
Dancing to pop videos, including 
former One Direction star Liam 
Payne’s first single, Strip That 
Down. Film credits include Free 
Fire, starring Cillian Murphy and 
Brie Larson, where they created an 
abandoned Boston warehouse on a 
Brighton industrial estate, and they 
have made store displays for 
fashion designers including Karl 


Lagerfeld and Chloe. 

Patterson, who lives in Lee with 
his partner and three children, 
started the company in a series of 
railway arches next to Ladywell 
station back in 2015. Perhaps not 
surprisingly, the large open plan 
office is now dotted with all sorts 
of weird and wonderful remnants 
from past jobs. 

There’s a couple of giant sharks 
from a shop window display that 
have been put to good use as coat 
hooks, a shield from a Snow White 
film and giant fluffy white clouds 
from a Marc Jacobs fashion show 
hang from the ceiling. ‘You never 
know quite what you will find 
when you turn up for work,’ 
reveals Caitlin McMillan, who is 
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responsible for marketing and 
outreach at Supersets. ‘One day I 
found a severed limb on my desk 
and what looked like a bomb. 
There is never a dull moment!’ 

Most of the smaller sets and 
props are currently made onsite in 
a series of adjoining workshops by 
a team of in house carpenters and 


freelancers, but early next year 
Supersets are moving up the road 
to Catford. 

‘It has been great being in 
Ladywell, and when art directors 
come to see us here they love all 
the local shops and cafes on our 
doorstep, but we quickly outgrew 
this space and we are delighted we 
have managed to find somewhere 
bigger nearby,’ says McMillan. 

After a successful £46,000 
crowdfunding campaign this 
summer they have just taken over a 
massive derelict council warehouse 
on Thomas Lane, 
which will not only 
provide more space 
for their set 
building, but also 
enable them to offer 
on a whole host of 
community 
initiatives from 
drive-in movies with 
Catford Film to educational 
opportunities with Lewisham 
Youth Theatre, alongside plans for 
murals, a skate park and an urban 
beach as well. 

‘We have got lots of exciting 
plans and the support from people 
locally, and the council, has been 
wonderful,’ says McMillan. ‘There 
is so much stuff happening with 
the regeneration of Catford at the 
moment and we want our 
workshop to be at the heart of it.’

Supersets also plan to offer 
apprenticeships for young people. 
‘We want to encourage local kids to 
think about working in the industry. 
As painters or carpenters they don’t 
have to stick to houses, they could 
be working on film sets,’ explains 
Patterson, who followed his dad 
into carpentry, and credits him with 
his career choice. 

‘My dad is an amazing carpenter, 
but the one thing he had never done 
was work in film and TV so I 
decided to do that. I still sometimes 
get him to help me out on certain 
tricky jobs. To a lot 
of people, the film 
and TV industry can 
seem like a closed 
industry, but it 
doesn’t have to be 
that way.’ 

Over the next 
few months 
Supersets will be 
converting the Catford depot and 
hope to be able to move in by 
February. The arches at Ladywell 
will then be rented out to local 
artists and creatives. 

‘When we took over the arches 
in Ladywell they were derelict and 
in a really bad state with graffiti 
and rubbish all over the place,’ 
says McMillan. ‘So we have 
renovated a wreck before, though 
obviously not on such a large 
scale. Supersets have created quite 
a few derelict warehouse sets for 
movies, but this time we are doing 
it the other way round!’ 

And Patterson and his team are 
looking forward to bringing film 
making back to Catford. ‘There used 
to be a huge film studio in Catford 
in the 1920s and then they closed it 
and opened Pinewood,’ he explains. 
‘Over the last few years, more and 
more TV and film companies have 
been using this area as a location; 
recently they shot some scenes from 
Cuckoo s Calling in the centre of 
Catford and some of the next series 
of ITV’s popular show Endeavour 
was filmed locally. 

We reckon having Supersets in 
the town centre will help build on 
this and put Catford back on the 
movie map.’ Q

R ibollita is a hearty 
Tuscan soup that is 
substantial enough to be 
served as a main course. 
Its name literally means ‘reboiled’. 
This classic peasant dish proves 
two things; that even the humblest 
of ingredients can be transformed 
into something truly special, 
and that everything sounds better 
in Italian. 

There are many variations 
of ribollita, but it always 
includes beans, cabbage 
and a selection of 
inexpensive vegetables. 

A proper ribollita is 
thick, like stew, not 
brothy like minestrone. 

The soup’s body 
traditionally came from 
adding old bread, but I am using 
pureed beans to thicken it instead. 

Cavolo nero is the authentic, 
and to my mind best cabbage for 
ribollita. It has a slightly bitter 
mineral flavour and a gorgeous 
dark green, almost black colour. 

It has a strong visual impact against 
the white beans and the red of the 
tomatoes. Savoy cabbage is a good 
alternative if you can’t find it. 

I finish my ribollita with a glug 
of Tuscan olive oil and a generous 
sprinkle of pecorino. This is rustic 
comfort food at its best; tasty, 
filling and very economical. D

RIBOLLITA 


• Serves: 6 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 45 minutes 
(plus the beans) 


Ingredients 

• 200g dried cannellini beans 
(plus 1 onion, 2 bay leaves, 
sprig thyme) 

• 1 onion - finely chopped 

• 2 carrots - finely chopped 

• 2 sticks celery - finely chopped 

• 2 cloves garlic - chopped 

• 1 leek-sliced 

• 400g - chopped tin tomatoes 

• 300g cavolo nero - stems 
removed and shredded - 
not too thin 

• Rosemary & parsley - chopped 

• 6 slices of sourdough 


Method 

1 Soak 200g of cannellini beans overnight. Drain and put 
into a large pot. Cover with cold water, adding a 
chopped onion, 2 bay leaves and a large sprig of thyme. 
Bring to the boil and simmer until soft, about 1 hour. Drain, 
reserving the cooking liquid. Blend half the beans with 
some of the liquid until they reach a coarse puree. 

2 In a large pot heat a little olive oil and gently cook 
the onions, celery, carrots, garlic and leeks, with a 
generous pinch of salt, until soft. 

3 Add the tomatoes and simmer for a few minutes. 

Add the pureed beans, whole beans and about 500ml 
of cooking liquid and bring back to the boil. Add the 
cavolo nero. Simmer for about 30 minutes. The soup 
should be thick, but not dry so add more cooking liquid 
if needed. 

4 Stir in chopped rosemary and parsley to taste. 

Season with salt and pepper and ladle into soup bowls. 
Sprinkle over some grated pecorino and a generous 
drizzle of olive oil. Serve with a few slices of sourdough.

In conversation with CeriJones, the natural chef and 
hlogger changing the way that people seefood

C eri Jones had a 

successful career in the 
arts world and hence at 
first glance, her 

decision to embark on an entirely 
new path as a natural chef and food 
blogger seems rather unusual. Over 
the course of the past few years, 
New Cross resident Ceri has 
established herself as an authority 
on eating well and amassed an 
impressive social media following 
in the process. When she’s not 
putting together a new recipe for 
her blog she can be found teaching 
at The Garden Museum and 
running the natural chef courses at 
the College of Naturopathic 
Medicine in Kings Cross. 

Having started writing a blog 
while training for the marathon, 
Jones unearthed a passion for 
writing that she didn’t know she 
had. Once she’d run the race, she 
put her energy into creating a new 
food blog - Natural Kitchen 
Adventures - and soon realised 
that she found her blog far more 
inspiring than her job in the arts 
industry. T then very sadly lost my 
mum to cancer in 2012 and in a 
way that gave me the kick I needed 
to turn my attention to what I truly 
wanted to do,’ Jones explains. 

A year later she handed in her 
notice at work and enrolled at the 
Bauman College of Holistic 
Nutrition & Culinary Arts in 
California to retrain as a chef - 
continuing to create delicious, 
wholesome recipes for her food 
blog as she went.

Talking of her decision to gear 
her recipes and writing towards 
natural whole foods, Jones explains 
that after establishing the 
connection between what she ate 
and how she felt, she saw a lot of 
sense in cooking wholesome, 
nutritious meals. ‘I found the link 
between eating well and feeling 
good really fascinating and it 
makes sense to cook things that 
really nourish the body,’ she says. 

With winter now in full swing, 
many of her recipes are centred 
upon hearty, comforting meals that 
will boost energy levels and lift 
your mood. Her flavourful turmeric 
dhal with aubergine and 
pomegranate is packed with 
warming spices to ward off winter 
sniffles, and the cashew cream 
cauliflower soup - best served with 
big hunks of bread fresh from the 
oven - makes for a delicious lunch 
in the colder months. 

‘I’ve been cooking risotto non¬ 
stop,’ she says on the topic of her 
fail-safe winter suppers. ‘I also 
make pasta an awful lot - it’s my 
comfort go-to at the moment. I like 
to throw some greens and garlic 



into a pan, saute them and then just 
throw in the pasta.’ 

Honing in on the connection 
between eating well and living 
well, Jones is currently dedicating 
a lot of her time to hosting health- 
focused retreats. ‘The idea of 
devising a bespoke menu, creating 
the food and then talking to the 
guests about the dishes is 
something I really like,’ she says. 

‘It brings everything together in a 
really lovely way.’ 

Along with a handful of fitness 
retreats at the beginning of 2018 , 
in March she is heading up the 
culinary offering at a restorative 
Les Arcs ski and yoga retreat in 
collaboration with The Retreat 
Club, and over the May Bank 
Holiday she will lead the foodie 
offering at a wellbeing escape in 
the Surrey Hills. 

Her favourite bakery is Brick 
House Bread in Peckham and for 
Sunday brunch she loves The 
London Particular on New Cross 
Road. She is also a big fan of The 
Greenhouse near Deptford, an 
independent coffee shop with a 
small, but notably tempting 
breakfast menu. ‘I really like going 
there, even if it’s just for something 
like avocado on toast,’ she says. Q

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SWEET SCENT

S outh east Londoners 
rejoice! You now have 
your very own collection 
of fragrances, inspired by 
the place that you call home. 
Founded by Peckham-based 
Michael Donovan, the St Giles 
collection of perfume is actually 
named after the ancient 
Camberwell parish in which he 
was bom. Having worked with 
fragrance for over 20 years, this is 
a lifelong passion for Donovan. 
‘I’ve leamt something along 
the way from everyone in my 
PR life, so it has been a 
fantastic experience and Eve 
enjoyed it a great deal,’ says 
Donovan. ‘But because I’m 
so passionate about 
perfume, Eve found 
myself being asked about 
creating my own 
fragrance brand on a 
number of occasions, but 
I just wasn’t sure I had 
anything unique to say so 
I suppose that is why it 
never came about.’ 

Until now, when 

suddenly, Donovan had his eureka 
moment. ‘When you work in 
perfume you realise that the thing 
that people always find 
overwhelming is the choice,’ he 
says. ‘You can see that customers 
are like rabbits in the headlights 
when it comes to choosing a 
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specific scent. I was thinking that 
the thing that the perfume industry 
doesn’t do very well is explain to 
people how a fragrance makes you 
feel and, at the end of the day, that 
is really important.’ 

A labour of love, then, Donovan 
has spent the last three years 
creating five scents with the help 
of master perfumer Bertrand 
Duchaufour, the master of 
innovative luxury fragrance. They 
are: The Tycoon (the scent of 
success), The Actress (modem 
glamour for centre stage). The 
Writer (the scent of inspiration), 
The Mechanic (celebrating the 
physical, the sex fragrance) and 
The Stylist (dress to impress). 

He goes on to tell me how 
perfumes often have a very 
tenuous and silly name, or simply 
a list of ingredients that doesn’t 
speak very well to the consumer. 

‘A perfume isn’t a shopping list, 
you’re not making a curry - it’s a 
very different thing,’ he smiles. 

‘So I thought I could do that and 
my fragrances are designed 
specifically to help people make a 
choice. Everyone needs an old 
factory wardrobe. Gone are the 
days when everyone had just one 
perfume from cradle to grave. You 
need to choose fragrance the same 
way as you would choose clothes - 
occasion, season and mood.’

This means that he has a power 
fragrance for when you need a little 
bit of confidence, luxury and old- 
fashioned intimidation. The Tycoon 
is designed to make you feel just 
that. Next up, was something for 
the women - although Donovan is 
quick to point out that all of his 
scents are unisex too, it’s simply 
about how it makes you feel. 

‘All of my female friends don’t 
like floral, as they feel it is too 
girly,’ he says. ‘So I wanted to 
create a floral that was powerful 
and I wanted it to be about 
glamour and not sex. This is: you 
may look, you may worship, you 
can applaud, but you don’t touch. 
It’s called The Actress and it comes 
with a spotlight.’ 

He is very passionate about the 
master perfumer who he has chosen 
to work with for his project. ‘I 
chose Duchaufour because he’s 
such fun, has a great sense of 
humour and will try anything and 
everything,’ explains Donovan. ‘He 
let me try things even if he thought 
they were never going to work.’ 

Donovan tells me how he wanted 
The Actress fragrance to be a lilac 
fragrance but unfortunately, in the 
way that pine is in the UK, that is 
used as toilet cleaner in France so 
Duchaufour wasn’t all that keen. 
Donovan pushed him hard and they 
managed to find an oriental lily 
fragrance that worked better instead. 
The creamy narcotic lily scent is 
overlaid with Calabrian lemon, 
bitter orange, bergamot, basil, 
lentisque pistachier, and tomato leaf. 

Donovan lets me in on one of 
his sneaky fragrance testing secrets 


too. He tells me that when trying 
out a new fragrance, he will go to a 
restaurant wearing it and wait to see 
if the waiting staff loiter around him 
a little. He assures me that because 
they smell so many awful 
fragrances every single day that 
they will notice when a good and 
well-matched scent comes along. 
‘When I wear The Tycoon, I always 
get stopped and asked what I’m 
wearing,’ he grins. ‘It makes me so, 
so happy.’ 

The written word is one of life’s 
great joys, Donovan tells me, and 
needs a constant source of 
inspiration to make the words flow - 
not that I need reminding of that and 
I immediately notice a sense of 
connection through emotion to the 
next fragrance. Rosemary stimulates 
memory performance and its bitter- 
green intensity provides the focus 
for his perfume named The Writer. 
The scent opens with fresh ginger, 
rosemary absolute and the focusing 
sparkle of aldehydes. 

But inspiration was clearly 
something Donovan wasn’t short of 
in the making of these. ‘I made 
them in many ways for the sheer joy 
of it. All of the scents have my 
personality as a signature to them 
but they have very strong individual 
personalities too -1 didn’t make 
them strictly for me, I was trying to 
convey a feeling,’ says Donovan. 

‘I was going to introduce them only 
locally but then Selfridges called me 
and they have been so supportive. 

I can’t quite believe it.’ □

Louisa Bee from Dulwich Picture Gallery explains why rebuilding the 
Dulwich Pavilion at Goose Green Primary School is wonderful news for all

Why do you think the Dulwich 
Pavilion is so unique? 

Our first Dulwich Pavilion was 
unique in many ways. Firstly 
because it had been designed by an 
emerging architecture practice - 
who responded to our brief with 
fresh ideas and perspectives. 
Secondly, it was a piece of art whilst 
at the same time serving as a multi¬ 
functional events space and bar. 
Thirdly, the design - what’s more 
unique than moveable mirrored 
panels? These allowed the pavilion 
to literally reflect Sir John Soane’s 
architecture and the surrounding 
grounds, aspects of the Gallery that 
we’re so proud of and make us who 
we are. At the same time, the 
modem design brought a 
contemporary edge to our grounds. 

What sort of response did you 
receive when the pavilion was 
on display? 

The response to our pavilion was 
overwhelmingly positive. The extra 
space allowed us to programme a 
summer of free Friday Lates 
(which included free entry to our 
permanent collection). Nearly 
4,000 people came to these, 40 % 
of which had never been to the 


Gallery before. Partnering with 
great local companies and brands 
including Balamii and The 
Camberwell Arms meant that we 
could offer a rich programme and 
extend our catering offer. It really 
felt like the ideal setting for a 
summer day or evening. 

The Pavilion also proved a 
valuable additional space for the 
gallery’s learning programme 
allowing for new experimental 
formats of programming and 
enabling the gallery to connect 
with new people of all ages. 

Can you describe how the 
pavilion will benefit the children at 
Goose Green Primary School? 

One of the main issues the school 
faces is a lack of covered outdoor 
space, which can be used during wet 
weather and still gets children 
outside. The fact that the pavilion 
will provide a solution to this 
problem is great to know, seeing as 
it was designed to provide space and 
functionality rather than just being a 
work of art. It will also be used to 
hold concerts and music events at 
the school - we know that the 
pavilion was an ideal setting for 
musical performances from our own 


experience in the summer, when 
Balamii hosted jazz evenings and 
Florence and the Machine performed. 

What were the children’s reactions 
when they saw the pavilion? 

A group from the school came to see 
the pavilion just before it was 
deconstructed and there were smiles 
all round. Headteacher Simon 
Wattam says: ‘The pupils, my fellow 
staff and I are hugely excited about 
this project. It will give us a unique 
opportunity to involve the children in 
an exciting creative process. We’re 
thrilled to work with the Gallery to 
carry on the legacy of such a 
wonderful project.’ 

When is the rebuilt pavilion set to be 
unveiled at the primary school? 

Plans are underway for the structure 
to be rebuilt in summer 2018 . Q

Why renting in retirement is a worrying prospect

W hen we think of ‘generation 
rent’, we think of people in 
their 20s and 30s struggling 
to get onto the property 
ladder. This is especially true in London 
and the South East, where we all know that 
those on an ‘ordinary salary’ will struggle 
to get onto the property ladder without the 
help of Bank of Mum & Dad. 

In a change of mindset from say 20 years ago, 
property purchase for many is simply unrealistic today. 
Subsequently, renting has become much more 
acceptable, especially for young people. There is no 
longer a stigma attached to renting and rightly so. After 
all, many people in Europe rent property for their entire 
lifetimes. Announce however that you are over 40 and 
renting and your announcement might be met with 
frowns of concern. Over 50 and renting? OMG! 

Really? Over 60 and renting? Gulp! Which leads onto 
possibly the most alarming of circumstances, renting in 
retirement; something rarely talked about in the UK - 
the land of property ownership. 

Taken for granted 

When discussing retirement income requirements with 
our clients, we, as financial advisers, often assume that 
the mortgage would have been paid off by the time the 
client is ready to stop working. Consequently, cashflow 
calculations need not include mortgage or rent 
payments. We concentrate on income requirements to 
cover things like food, clothing, eating out, utilities, 



council tax, and holidays. 

But what about clients who simply 
never make it onto the property ladder? 

For those 
who love statistics, Scottish Widows 
conducted an independent report on this 
very topic. The research, concluded in 
October 2017 shows that: 

• In 15 years’ time, one in eight retirees will live in 
rented accommodation.

It 
is however important that the financial implications of 
paying rent into retirement are fully understood. 

Those facing rent in retirement in London could be 
completely pushed out of the City by 2032. If any of 
the above applies to you, whether you are young or 
slightly older, the time to plan is now. Speak to an 
independent financial adviser who can help you with 
cashflow planning. This will show you the potential 
shortfall in income in retirement and the sacrifices 
you’ll have to make now to ensure that you aren’t on 
the breadline when you get older. 

Generation rent no longer applies to just the young. 
It is time for a change of mindset; if you need a 
rethink, don’t wait until you’re older when it would be 
too late. The time to start planning is now. Q

T he capital is used to having 
things thrown at its 
property market and 2017 
was no exception. An 
unexpected snap election, on-going 
Brexit uncertainty, Stamp Duty 
costs and rising interest rates have 
all affected sentiment and prices. So 
is it ready to turn a comer this year? 

Charlie Willis, Head of London 
Residential Agency at Stmtt & 
Parker, comments: ‘Seller 
expectations are realigning in most 
situations, with appropriate asking 
price adjustments. As we head into 
2018, we envisage seeing a more 
active market with an increase in the 
number of buyers and sellers alike.’ 
Stmtt & Parker’s best case price 
analysis of the market is for no 
growth in 2018, 4 per cent in 2019 


and 5 per cent growth in 2020. 

Savills also isn’t expecting the 
London market to return to growth 
until 2019-20 and is factoring in a 
-2 per cent dip this year as 
affordability and borrowing 
constraints remain. ‘The 
uncertainty in the market has made 
sales and purchases more needs 
based,’ comments Prime London 
analyst Gaby Day. Simon Deen, 
Director at Aston Chase, agrees. 
‘People will only move when they 
have to due to growing families 
and those who are finally taking 
the difficult decision to downsize.’ 

JLL also forecasts muted house 
price growth across all London 
markets during 2018 and 2019.

Glynis Frew, Chief Executive of 
Hunters Property Pic, also believes 
that Brexit will not have the 
detrimental impact on the housing 
market that many originally 
forecasted. ‘Leaving the EU will 
not stop people wanting to move 
house, whether they want to buy or 
sell,’ he adds. 

KPMG analysis of potential 
Brexit migration from the capital 
reveals a possible short-term dip in 
prices in Kensington and Chelsea, 
where French and Italian nationals 
make up a large share of the 
borough’s 53 per cent of residents 
bom abroad. However, a departure 
of EU citizens could be 
compensated by stronger demand 
from other nationals such as 
Americans. 

London developers like Redrow 
expect the new homes market to 
remain strong especially for 
properties near excellent transport 
links including Crossrail, and 
regeneration areas transforming 



parts of Greater London. 

Gary Hersham of Beachamp 
Estates believes the Prime Central 
London (PCL) market has bottomed 
out with an upturn in growth and 
volume set to return during 2018 to 
Knightsbridge, Mayfair and 
Marylebone.
